Considerable confusion has arisen 


in the minds of our Justices of the 
Peace as to.the effect of a 1939 Act 
effective June 9, requiring Justices of 
the Peace to place their seal of office 
on legal documents. 


Attorney General Jack Holt ad- 


vised H, D, Hoobs, justice of the peace, 
of Bentonville recently that the Act 
required justices to use a seal only on 
such acknowledgements as are taken 
on instruments for the conveyance 
of land or an estate, 


This Act was passed because of the 


general complaint and refusal on the 
part of out of state oil companies, 
mortgage companies, and other to 
accept 
acknowledgements on land 


conveyances made before Justices ol 
the Peace on the grounds that most 
states required a land conveyance to 
bear the seal of some officer and when 
a Justice of the P.eace signed such a 
conveyance and had no seal to place 
thereon much confusion arose as to 
the validity thereof. 


Likewise, some of our people, since 


passage pf the constitutional ajnend-r 
ment transferring probate 
matters 


from the jurisdiction of the county to 
the chancery judge and the enabling 
Act by the legislature t# make the 
same effective, dp npt know whom to 
consult in regard to the committment 
of an insane p_erspn to the s,tate hos- 
pital for nervpus diseases. 


Act'No. 132 of 1939 provides that the 


county judge shall continue to have 
the authority to commit persons to th? 
Arkansas state hospital for nervous 
diseases, This was passed because of 
the greater convenience to be realized 
from the accessibility pf the county 
judge to the citizens of each p.arti,c- 
vdar county and his greater personal 
knowledge of and acquaintance with 
them.

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Weekly Sunday 
School Lesson

Text: Acts ,9:1-12, 17-19 
<• 


W'th this . lesson we turn from 


studies in the life of Peter to consider 
the life, and:letter of Paul. Here we 
•shall find the same Christian expe- 
rience, taking root, developing, and 
bearing fruit'in avery different per- 
sonality and in a'somewhat different 
envioment. The differences between 
the two men only emphasize the 
power of Christianity to influence 
and'determine-the life and character 
of all sorts and conditions of men. 
' Peter was a fisherman. 
We do 


not know a great deal about his 
early training and background, but 
he was evidently a man of intelligence 
as.well as. a man of great forceful- 
ness , of character. 
He would unT 
doubtedly have had' the training, in 
the'Jewish schools which every Jewish 
boy had. 


With Paul,, however, the. situation 


was probably somewhat different. He 
was a tentmaker, for it was a part 
of • the - Jewish religious and 
social 


principles , that every boy should 
know a trade or be brought up to heal- 
thy and honest work. 


Bue Paul had had advantages of 


schooling. ' He had sat at the feet of 
Gamaliel, a well-known teacher, and 
as was the case with many Jews, fol- 
lowing their 'occupations, his real in- 
terests were in the, realm of intellect 
and morals. He had in hi mthe ele- 
ments of the, scholar, and he was a 
thinker. 


With tills background it is not up- 


usual that he should feel a deep in- 
tensity of religious conviction, and 
it was not surprising that he should 
resent the words and actions of those 
uho, in his judgement, were per- 
verting the truth . and tending to 
substitute new teachings for the law 
and the prophets. 


Jesus, of course, ht'd not repsent- 


ecl His teachings as new. He spoke 
of Himself as fulfilling the law and 
the prophets. 
As we must always 


remember, Jesus was a Jew—a human 
and earthly ' product of Jewish life 
and . Jewish religion, emphasizing in 
His example and in His teaching the 
great truths that had been com- 
mitted to the chosen people, chosen 
because of their zeal in discovering 
and worshiping the true God, 


But' Paul di dnot see this until 


he himself had become a Christian 
convert. These Christians were in- 
novators and destroyers of the truth, 
and Paul was furious in His opposi- 
tion to them with, all the intense zeal 
of a young enthusiast. 


It happened to Paul, however, as 


it happened in the course of history 
to many who have set out to attack 
and destroy religions or philosophies 
with which they did not agree. He 
became a convert to the very thing 
that .he was attacking, though it re-* 
quired a striking experience as he 
pursued his way of persecution, jour- 
neying from Jerusalem to Damascus, 
to open his eyes and. to bring him to 
a .realization of his true position. 


This opening of his eyes came first' 


of, ajl in. the seeking of a great 
light which pensioned blindness; but 
when his sight was restored the light 
never . left him. ,' 


Henceforth, his life was to be one 


pf-clarity and sincerity, never doubt- 
ing the loye of God as manifested in 
Christ Jesus, never questioning the 
supreme love and sacrifice of his Mas- 
ter( and never in any way hesitant 
about God's great purpose of redempt- 
tion through the Gospel which it now 
became the supreme business of Paul 
to proclaim in work and in deed, ' 


The lesson, taken in itself, would 


suggest that Paul's conversion was 
sudden and through a miraculous cir- 
cumstance. 
It is more lively, how-? 


ever, that there had been' going on 
in Paul's mind some questioning con- 
cerning his own course, and that the 
final act ,of conversion represented 
something that had begun when he 
had stood by hokjing the garments of 
those who had stoned Stephen to death. 


Th^t incident must hgyg }eft an 


indelible 
impression upon Paul's, 


bind he beh.el<l thjs Christian calmly

_ First. of all, they say, it will' be 
simple to work .out in the Senate Fin- 
ance Committee an adjustment which 
will keep state .and federal rate?

World War Difficulties 


Senator 'Nye flips open the publish- 


ed record of the munitions investi- 
gation and pontas to a section re- 
counting the government's . troubles 
during the last war. The copper in- 
dustry refused to -produce at the price 
proposed by the government, 


The steel <• industry refused to fill 


wartime orders until prices had been 
stabilized at levels satisfactory to 
the industry. The DuPont company 
refused to build a great ,powder plant 
which it alone was qualified'tp build 
until it was assured of what is con- 
sidered a sufficient profit. 


And there, in the record, is a letter 


from Pierre DuPont: 


"We cannot assent to allowing our 


own patriotism; to interfere with our 
duties as trustees." ' 


Fundamentally, the bill rests on the 


proposition that in war time some: 
one besides the man who goes inth 
army should be calle don for vast 
sacrifices. That proposition has, pot- 
entially, a tremendous public appeal, 
You can be sure that it will be present- 
ed dramatically and forcefully when 
this bill comes up for debate. 


Whether the bill can pass is another 


question. 
Already there are signs 


of wavering among some of the 50 
senators who sponsored it, There will 
be more in the near future. 
But a 


gorgeous fight is hi prospect, any- 
way.

The "test. tubes" In which -. demo- 
cracy, dictatorship and anarchy are 
being examined are 10 and li»year-> 
old boys of "Junior G-* Man" clubs at 
the. Iowa Child , Welfare Research 
Station. • 


The whole thing started when Dr. 


Kurt Lewin decided there- was too 
much talk about relative efficiency of 
different :kinds of government- and 
not enough scientifically controlled 
study of the subject. 


Three Groups 


Dr, Lewin and his assistants, Ron- 


ald Lippitt and Dr. Ralph White, form- 
ed a set of G- man clubs which any 
10 or 11-year-old boy in Iowa City 
Was welcome to join. 


The boys were divided in three 


groups. Dr. Lewin appoinatd a leader 
for each section from graduate stu- 
dents in child welfare. 


One leader was instructed to con- 


duct his group along democratic prin- 
ciples. 
He was to act merely as a 


member of the elub, guiding the work 
and helping the boys to arrive at de- 
cisions, but he was never to issue 
orders. 


The leader of ithe dictatorship was 


told to set up a minalure state in which 
he would be dictator. He was in 
structecl, however, to vary from Naz 
and the Fascist pattern in order t 
keep matters always on a freindl 
basis. 
He was merely to tell th 


children what to do, with whom'I 
work, and how to do it, but he was no 
to discourage free expression. ' 


The third group was set up as an 


anarchy. 
The anarchic leader wa 


directed to remain entirely form th 
group of boys, merely being where th 
club -members could approach him 
for 
tecthnical information 
if 
thej 


should desire. 


Co-operative Diffciicnccs 


Before the actual experimentation 


segan, group loyalty was built up bj 
allowing the junior G-men to choosi 
names for the clubs and decorate thi 
clubhouse. 
The same project wa 


hen given to all—the construction o 
theatrical masks—chosen because i 
a kind of activity none of the boys hac 
ever tried before. 


As the youthful G-men in the dic- 


.atorship worked they became less 
riendly toward each other. Hostility 
leveloped toward the dictator, but i 
•emained beneath the surface as: the 
rays took it out on each other. The 
work, however, was clone quite effi- 
ciently. 


In the democracy the boys remain- 


•d friendly toward each other, toward 
heir leader.. Instead of breaking up 
nto groups of one of two as did the 
Joys in the dictator club, these in- 
labitants of-a .miniature demoncracy 
worked with at least four or five to- 
Jcther. The amount of work accomp- 
ished in an easy, co-operative way. 
The boys in the anarchy at first 
oked at their work, yet accomplishec 
i fair amount. As days wore on, how- 
ever, they lost interest. With no feei- 
ng, of group spirit, they dropped 
their work and started 
quarrling 


imong themselves. 


VVithout Leaders 


Every action and every word of the 


boys was compiled into a complete 
experiment record by 11 observers 
stationed at one end of the room, 
where a murky light kept them almost 
nvisible. Motion pictures were made 
and hundrcsds of still photographs 
were taken, 


The next question to be answered 


was: 
How would the boys in these 


different atmospheres behave when 
not under supervision of the leaders? 


When the leader of the demicratic 


club' left the room, work was slowed 
up but little. He apparently was not 
seriously missed as the boys con- 
tinued to construct the masks, 


In the anarchy the absence or pre- 


sence of the leader was of no im- 
portance, since he played so little 
part in the activities at any'time. 


It was in the miniature dictator- 


ship that the absence of the leader's 
pointing finger was most striking- 
ly felt, 
Within a few minutes after 


he had walked from the clubroom, 
all work had ceased. The boys were 
idling about the room or picking 
fights. 


Shift of Governments 


At the end of six weeks each at- 


mosphere Was shifted; the boys who 
had been living in the democracy ex- 
changed leaders with the dictators- 
ship group and the anarchy, - 


Before aji hour had passed the boys 


who had dianged from democracy to 
dictatorship were ceasing to work 
to gether. 
They no longer con- 


sulted each other on plans for the 
masks, 
7he motion picture 
films 


showed ainazing changes in the at- 
tidues of jthe junior G-Men. Smiles 
became Ifss frequent, lively evpres- 
sions gavf way to apthetic behavior. 


The bojs who changed from dic- 


tatorship )o democracy seemed to re- 
main repressed by their first ex- 
periences.! However, as the days pess- 
ed their afitudes were gradually mod- 
ified and |ioon they grew to resemble 
the first democratic group. 


From th!s, the conclusion was drawn 


that dict^orship may be set up al- 
modst instantaneously by forceful 
attitudes, | while the initiation of a 
democracy must depend upon a period 
of experience and practice. •
